Belongs to A 


Confederacy«/ 


Memorial da\, when America halts 
to place its tribute by the graves of 
those who died that liberty might live, 
was first set aside fur public observ­ 
ance In 1 80S. Known then as "Deeora- 
tfon day.’’ ir was promulgated by the 
Grand Army of the Republic for the 
decoration and adornment of the Union 
soldiers’ graves, and in that year gen­ 
erally confined to participation by the 
ex soldiers and survivors of the dead. 
But It was the sorrow and remem­ 
brance of the Confederacy that in­ 
spired this action that has given the 
nation a day sot apart to the brave 
who fell in the Spanish and World 
wars, as well as the Civil war heroes. 
On a cold, raw day in March, 1SG8, 
a little party left the national capital 
to \ isit the battlefields around Rich­ 
mond. The Instigator .and leader of 
the group was Col. Charles L. Wilson, i 
a Chicago editor of that time, and with’ 
him were his niece, tiuncee, and Mrs. 
John A. Logan. They rode from one 
scene of desolation to another, touched 
by 
the 
poverty 
of 
the 
region, 
once the proud capital of the Con­ 
federacy, And above nil they noticed 
the numberless Confederate graves, 
most of them decorated with faded 
flowers and bunting. 
Returning to Washington, the Rich­ 
mond pilgrims went to the rooms of 
<o*n. John A. Logan, then commander 
of the G. A. K., who had been unable 
to accompany his wife on the trip bo- 
cause cf the pressure of congressional 
business. The war-torn country about 
Richmond was descrilx'd to him; the 
rows of graves, each marked by some 
loving hand, now covered by a gentle 
snow that, nevertheless, could not dim 
the tokens of devotion left upon them. 
Resolves On an Order. 
“The Greeks and 
Romans,* said 
General Logan, “in the day of their 
glory, were wont to honor their hero 
dead h.v chaplets of laurel and flowers, 
as well as bronze and stone.1* And 
he added that this thought should be 
carried over to the United States. It 
could be done, lie believed, by the Is­ 


suance of an order from him, as com­ 
mander fn-chlef of the G. A. R., to the 
posts 
established 
throughout 
the 
North. 
General 
Logan 
immediately 
set 
about writing the order and the fol­ 
lowing night called a meeting of the 
G. A. R. staff officers In his rooms at 
the old Willard hotel, Washington, 
where the order he had written was 
submitted for their approval. 
The 
stall' was ununimou' in agreement 
and not long thereof!, r “Order No. 
11“ was broadcast froi: G. A. It. head­ 
quarters all over the country. In part 
it read : 
“The thirtieth day uf May, 1868, Is 
designated for the purpose of strew­ 
ing with flowers, or otherwise decorat­ 
ing the graves of comrades who died 
In defense of tin r country during the 
late Civil war, and whose bodies now 
lie in almost every city, village, ham- ! 
let and churchyard in the land. 
“It Is the purpose of the command­ 
er-in-chief to inaugurate this observ­ 
ance with the lmpo that It will be 
kept up from year to year, while a 
survlvior of the w ir remains to honor 
the memory of ids departed com­ 
rades.” 
Day Widely Celebrated. 
When May 30, ]s(>8, came, the na­ 
tion responded to the idea of a Me­ 
morial day. Vast throngs of widows 
and orphaned children 
visited 
the 
cemeteries, while the G. A. It. posts 
paraded 
through 
city 
and 
village 
streets to solemn music. In June of 
that year General Logan Introduced 
the following r< solution in congress: 
“Resolved, that the proceedings of 
the different cities, towns, etc., recent­ 
ly held in comma moration of the gal­ 
lant heroes who have sacrificed their 
lives in defense cf the republic, and 
the record of the ceremonial of the 
decoration of the honored tombs of 
the departed, sledl be collected and 
bound, under the direction of such 
person as the speaker shall designate, 
for the use of cot gress.” 
The resolution was adopted unan­ 
imously, and beginning with the next 
year the Importance of Decoration, or 
Memorial, day grew, until it Is now 
observed all over the nation. 
Gen­ 
eral I.ogan, when the thought of such 
a day came to him, compared it to 
the Greek and Ronmn customs, and 
the closest approach to Memorial day 
found in European countries today is 
the custom of burning candles for the 
dead in the “All hallow Eve” festival. 
Among tlio most Impressive cere­ 
monies that take place is the placing 
of floral wreaths by the President on 
the tombs of the officers in Arlington. 
Tltese 
wreaths, 
of 
artificial 
palm 
leaves, entwined with a few blooms, 
are accompanied by executive cards 
signifying the gratitude of a nation 
for those who died In her service. 
Long streamers of red, white and blue 
ribbons float from each wreath. The 
Arlington am phitheater is the scene 


of solemn exercises in memory of the 
soldier, sailor and marine dead. 
General W heeler's Story 
Arlington cemetery is preserved for 
those who have fought for the nation, 
and the names of the Union officers 
of the Civil war are to he found per­ 
petuated in the amphitheater. 
But 
there is one Confederate officer who 
rests In an Arlington grave, Gen. Joe 
W heeler, who did not allow one-time 
allegiance to the Stars and Bars to 
keep him from fighting under the Stars 
and Stripes in the Spanish war. Yet 
even as he watched his men in battle 
at San Juan hill, old memories of Con- 
j federate days returned, causing an 
amusing situation. 
General Wheeler, at the inception of 
the Spanish war, was commissioned 
by President McKinley, who is re­ 
ported to have sa id : 
Joe, old boy, 
I am glad to hand it to you; but I love 
you too well for you to go down there 
and die of yellow fever.” 
Unfortunately, President McKinley’s 
words partly came true, for General 
Wheeler was taken down with ma­ 
laria. 
But the old soldier wouldn’t 
sffty down when San Juan hill was 
fought over. He broke away from the 
nurse and doctors, commandeered an 
ambulance and was taken up to the 
stuff officers watching the fight through 
field glasses. “Old Joe” grabbed his 
binoculars and intently watched the 
battle. 
As the 
American 
forces 
achieved victory, 
he broke Into a 
“rebel yell." 
“Just see how the d 
n Yankees 
run! 
shouted General Wheeler, cur­ 
ried back to stirring days more than 
thirty years before. The staff officers, 
fearful that something must have gone 
wrong and at a loss to account for 
Wheeler’s words, were horrified. 


Explanation in Order. 
“What was that, general?” some one 
asked him. 
“Just see the d—u Yankees run !** he 
repeated, shouting with Jubilation be­ 
fo re realization of his words sank 
home. 
Remembering the time and 
place, “Old Joe,” slightly red in the 
face, checked his excitement and be­ 
came very gruff. 
“Beg pardon,” he said, “I meant 
the Spanish dons.’ 
Everyone roared 
with laughter, including the general. 
General Wheeler, those who fought 
with, and against him, and in the Inst 
conflict of the nation are the men 
honored today. The observance of Me­ 
morial day long ago passed into the 
hands of the general public from the 
nurturing of the G. A. H„ although 
that body of veterans and their asso­ 
ciated women’s organizations have un­ 
ceasingly done their share to promote 
the occasion. Todnv the youth of the 
American Legion carries on the work 
of the older boys in Blue—and those 
In Gray, w ho gave loginning to Amer­ 
ica’s own day for reverence of her 
heroic dead.

Memorial Day 


Belongs to «A 


Confederacy^/ 


.Memorial dnv. when America halts 
to place its tribute by the graves of 
those who died that liberty might live, 
was tlrst set aside for public observ­ 
ance in 1WS. Known then as “Decora­ 
tion day.” it was promulgated by the 
Grand Army of the Republic for the 
decoration and adornment «*f the Union 
p«*ldiers’ graves, and in that year gen­ 
erally confined to participation by the 
ex soldlors and survivors of the dead. 
But it was the sorrow* and remem­ 
brance of the Oonfeileracy that in- 
splred this action that lias given the 
nation a day sot apart to tin* brave 
who f«dl in the Spanish nnd World 
wars, as well as tin* 
war In»roes. 
Ou a cold, raw day in March, ISOS, 
a little party left the national capital 
to visit the battlefields around Rich­ 
mond. The Instigator and loader «if 
tin* group was Col. Charles L, Wilson, 
a Chicago «alitor of that time, and with 
him were his niece, fiancee, and Mrs. 
John A. Logan. They rode from one 
scene of d«*snlation t«« another, touched 
by 
tin* 
poverty 
of 
the 
region, 
once the proud capital of the Cou- 
fe«leraey. And above all they noticed 
the numberless Confe«Ierato graves, 
most of them decorated with faded 
flowers and bunting. 
Returning to Wnshlngt«*n, the Rich­ 
mond pilgrims went to the rooms of 
Gen. John A. L«>gan. then coiumamlor 
of the Q. A. R., win* iiad been unable 
to accompany bis wife on the trip be­ 
cause cf the pressure of congressional 
business. The war-torn country about 
Richmond wns «lescrila'd to him ; the 
rows of graves, each marked by some 
loving hand, now coveretl by a gentle 
snow that, n«'vertl»eh‘ss. could not dim 
the tokens <*f devotion left upon them. 
Resolves On an Order. 
“Tim Greeks and 
Romans,” 
said 
Generul Logan, “in the day of their 
glory, were wont to honor their hero 
dead by chaplets of laurel and tlowers. 
as well as bronze and stone.” And 
he added that this thought should be 
carri«*«! over to the t ’niled States. It 
could be done, lie believed, by the Is­ 


suance of an onler from him, as com­ 
mander-in-chief of lb*- G. A. R., to the 
posts 
established 
throughout 
the 
North. 
General 
Logan 
immediately 
a«‘t 
about writing tlie order nnd the* fol­ 
lowing night called a n «-cting of tho 
(J. A. It. staff officers in Ids rooms at 
the old Willard hotel, Washington, 
where the order he had written was

their approval. 
The 
staff was unanimous in agreement 
and not long thereafter “Onler No. 
11” was broadcast froi 
G. A. It. head­ 
quarters all over the country. In part 
It re n d : 
“The thirtieth day of May, 1868, Is 
designated for the purpose of strew- I 
ing w ith flowers, >r otherwise decorat­ 
ing tin* graves of comnules who di«*d j 
in defense of tin r country during the 
late Civil war, and whose bodies now 
lie in almost every city, village, ham- 1 
let and churchyard In the land. 
“It is the purpose <»f tho command­ 
er-in-chief to inaugurate tlds observ­ 
ance with the In-po th a t it will bo 
kept up from y«‘ar t«> year, while a 
survlvlor of tin* war remains t«« honor 
the memory of Ids departed corn- 
rados.” 
Day Widely Celebrated. 
When May 30, !''*08, came, the n a ­ 
tion responded to the idea of a Me­ 
morial day. 
Va-t throngs of widows 
and 
orphaned children 
visited 
the 
cemeteries, while the G. A. U. posts 
paraded 
through 
city 
and 
village 
streets to solemn music. 
In June of 
that year General Logan introduced 
tho following r< solution in congress; 
“Uesolve«l, that the proceedings of 
the different cities, towns, etc., recent­ 
ly held itt comm* inoratlon of the gal­ 
lant heroes who have sacrificed their 
lives in «lefense *-f the republic, ami 
the record of the ceremonial of the 
decoration «»f the honored tombs of 
the «lepartod, shall i>e collected and 
bound, under the direction «>f such 
person as tin* speaker shall designate, 
for the use of eoi uress.” 
The resolutio t was adopted unan­ 
imously, ami beginning with the next 
year the imp«*rtan<-«* of Decoration, or 
Memorial, day grow, until it is now 
observed all o\er the nation. 
Gen­ 
eral Logan, wlii-n the thought of sueh 
a day came to him, compared it t*» 
the Greek and Roman customs, ami 
the closest a p p r o t< h to Memorial «lay 
found In Kurop«-an countries today is 
tho custom of burning candles for the 
dead In the "All hallow Kve" festival. 
Among the most impressive cere- 
ninnit-s that take place is the placing 
«if floral 'vreaths by the President on 
the tombs of the officers in Arlington. 
These 
w’roatlis, 
of 
artificial 
palm 
leaves, cm wined with a few blooms, 
are accompanied by executive cards 
signifying the gratitude of a nation 
for those who died in her service. 
Long streamers of red, white nnd blue 
ribbons tl«*at from each wreath. The 
Arlington am phitheater is the scene 


of solemn exercises In memory of the 
soldier, sailor nnd marine dead. 
General Wheeler's Story 


Arlington cemetery Is preserved for 
those who have fought for the nation, 
and the names of the Union officers 
of tiie Civil war are t«) be found per­ 
petuated in the amphitheater. 
But 
there is one Confederate officer who 
r«»sts In an Arlington grave, Gen. J«»e 
Wheeler, who <li«l not allow one-time 
allegiance to the Stars and Bars to 
keep him from fighting under the Stars 
and Stripes in tlie Spanish war. Yet 
even as lie watched Ids men in battle 
at San Juan hill, old memories <»f Con­ 
federate days returned, causing an 
amusing situation. 
General Wheeler, at the inception of 
the Spanish war, was commissioned 
by PresUlent McKinley, who is re- 
ported to have s a id : 
Joe, old boy, 
1 am glad to hand it to you; but 1 love 
y«»u too well for you t«> go down there 
and die of yellow fever.” 
Unfortunately, President McKinley’s 
words partly came tru«*, for General 
Wheeler was tak»*n down with inn- 
ityla. 
But the old soldier wouldn’t 
sffty down when San Juan hill was 
fought over. lie broke away from the 
nurse and doctors, commandeered an 
ambulance and was taken up to the 
staff officers watching the tight through 
field glasses. “Old Joe” grabbed ills 
binoculars and intently watched the 
battle. 
As the 
American 
forces 
achieved 
victory, 
lie 
broke 
into a 
“reliel yell.” 
“Ju st see how the «1 
n Y’ankees 
ru n !” shouted General Wheeler, car- 
rl«-d baek to stirring days more than 
thirty years before. The staff officers, 
fearful that something must have gone 
wrong aiul at a l*»ss to account for 
Wheeler’s w**rds, were horrilied. 
Explanation in Order. 
“What was that, generalV” some one 
aske«l him. 
“Just see tho d —u Y’ankees run!” he 
repeated, shouting with jubilation be­ 
fore realization «*f his words sank 
home, 
ltememltering 
the time and 
place, “Old Joe." slightly red in the 
face, «-becked his excitement and be­ 
came very gruff. 
“Reg pardon,” ho said, “I meant 
the Spanish dons.’ 
Kveryone roared 
with laughter, including the general. 
General Wlavler, those who fought 
with, and against him, and in the last 
conflict «>f the nation are the men 
honore«l t«»«lay. The observance of Me­ 
morial day long ago passed Into the 
hands of the general public from the 
nurturing of the G. A. R., although 
that bo»ly of veterans and tln'ir asso­ 
ciated women’s organizations have un- 
ceasingly d«>no their share t«» promote 
the occasion. T«»«lnv the youth of the 
American L«»gl«m carries on the work 
of the older boys In Blue -and those 
In Gray, who gave beginning to Amer­ 
ica’s own «lay f«>r reverence of her 
heroic dead.

At this 
time the concentration of power 
is 
further magnified through

croachment by the Executive on 
the 
legislative branch 
of

ment. 
Several times during the ses­ 
sion intimation has come 
from

White House that a veto 
was prob­ 
able. 
Referring 
to 
this, 
Senator Reed 
said: 
“ I am growing a little tired of 
word lieing sent over to Congress via 
gra|>evine every few «lays that if Con- 
gres dares to do certain things n ve­ 
to will he imposed.
